Iw our modern, sophisticated age the 
word holy has fallen by the wayside. It lies 
neglected and forgotten while people strive 
to become rich, famous, educated, charming, 
beautiful, clever or smart. Very few pause 
in their flight through life to make a sincere 
effort to be holy because they lack under- 
standing of the true nature of holiness. 

Many people harbor a gross misconcep- 
tion of sanctity. They believe that holiness 
lies in constant prayer, folded hands, down- 
cast eyes and a long, solemn face. Others 
think that it can be found only in self-denial 
and perpetual mortification. But it is un- 
doubtedly true that a person can pray con- 
stantly or practice extreme abnegation and 
yet be unpleasing to God. 

In what, then, does true holiness consist? 
The answer is so simple that many people 
overlook it in a-vain quest for something 
more profound. True holiness consists im 
perfect conformity to the will of God. The 
secret of perfection lies hidden therein, for 
all virtues flow from the stream of conform- 
ity. 

True holiness lies in faithfully fulfilling 
the duties God has imposed upon us, rather 
than those we would enjoy assuming. It con- 
sists in willingly bearing the cross Christ 
places upon our shoulders, not casting it 
aside and trying to trudge after Him carrying 
a cross of our own choosing. 

The saints always directed their atten- 
tion to fulfilling the adorable will of God. 
St. Therese of the Child Jesus took=special 
delight in studying the Gospels. She con- 
formed herself to God’s will so perfectly in 
every minute detail of her life that she in- 
stantly closed the sacred book, even if she 
happened to be in the middle of a sentence, 
when the bell rang summoning her to other 
duties. . 

St. Rita conformed herself to the will of 
God by marrying against her own wishes 
when her parents insisted she do so. Although 
her marriage turned out to be unhappy, her 
resignation increased her sanctity and ful- 
filled the plans God had in mind for her. 

In the life of every saint, especially the 
Queen of all Saints, we observe how they 


forgot themselves and their personal desires 
in order to fulfill God’s designs. They per- 
formed menial tasks when they would rather 
have been praying before the Blessed Sacra- 
ment. They neglected themselves to help 
others. Thus they became saints and thus we 
can become saints. St. Alphonsus Liguori 
tells us: “All things will contribute to our 
sanctification if we but co-operate with the 
designs of Divine Providence.” 


St. Vincent de Paul explains how con- 
formity to the will of God leads to the prac- 
tice of other worthy virtues and true sanc- 
tity: “Those who are firmly established in 
conformity to the will of God are constantly 
guided by His Divine wisdom. The Lord holds 
them in the hollow of His hand to protect 
them from falling; He illuminates them with 
His Divine light; they rejoice in perfect 
peace and calmness during their whole life; 
they make great progress in virtue, and are 
constantly engaged in holy works.” 


Now let us consider family holiness. We 
have studied individual holiness first because 
a family is made up of individuals and the 
sanctity of a family depends upon the holi- 
ness of its separate members. Just as a body 
cannot be healthy with a diseased limb, so a 
family cannot be holy with an evil member. 
Evil diffuses itself and taints whatever it 
touches. 


A family is a sacred institution, innately 
holy. The Lord destined the family for eter- 
nal life. It is a Divine garden in which He 
plants young buds, desiring to see them 
bloom and bear much fruit. If the family 
conforms to His will holiness is nurtured and 
flourishes in the rich soil of a pious Christian 
home. 


Thus we see that family holiness can be 
found only in a home where the will of God 
reigns supreme and unquestioned; where 
love of God rules all lives, and obedience to 
His Commandments forms the habitual code 
of conduct. 


Members of a holy family learn to obey 
the will of God by constant practice. They 
conform to Divine decrees as they are 
manifested to them (Continued on page 3)

the truth concerning the several characters and their rela- 
tions one to another. 

Most of all does it swathe Xavier. Indubitably, Mauriac 
has a definite judgment about him. But he does not com- 
municate it to the reader either in a sentence or in the 
cumulative details of the portrait. One is left wondering. 
There are likely to be almost as many interpretations as 
there will be readers of the book. 

To me, at any rate, it is clear that, whatever Mauriac’s 
intention, he has on the printed page represented Xavier 
as one subjectivist to the verge of madness. His single, or 
at least his sovereign, point of reference is himself. He is 
guilty of the charge Mirbel levels at him, that he sees every- 
thing in terms of himself, and of himself as the providential, 
if not omnipotent, center. 

Certainly he is almost entirely a subjectivist in his faith 
and in his conception and practice of the Catholic religion. 
It is his own view of God which matters (“this God of his 
had no face save that of those he had cherished all his life 
long”). So too with his own view of doctrines and com- 
mandments. There are significant passages bearing this out, 
for example the conversations with the country priest, in 
which that cleric’s rationalism is explained away by Xavier 
in a Modernist manner. 

But, it may be asked, could Xavier Dartigelongue, or 
anyone else, equal Christ? Of course not. The crucial ques- 
tion is not that. It is, rather: “Is Xavier even Christlike?” 
One thinks of St. John Vianney “handed over to” sinners 
in his heroic apostolate of the confessional, not to be 
“damned with them,” but to part them from their sin by 
sacramental, not personal, power. One thinks of St. Francis 
of Assisi, a genuine mystic and, like St. John Vianney, both 
a victim soul suffering for others and perfectly subject to 
the voice of God speaking through the Church. He kissed a 
leper’s sores.

Now that w 
have talked about music 
instruments and hinted at 
some things that we might 
do with our children, I 
would like to describe a 
musical festival I helped 
to organize.

number was “Three 
Craw,” a delightful non- 
sense song of about six 
verses. The xylophone and 
harmonica carried the 
melody while the guitar 
played the basic chords 
and the other instruments 
underlined the rhythm. 
Many simple folk songs 
can be played with such a 
combination of  instru- 
ments. They then sang 
several verses of “O Su- 
sanna”’ and at the chorus 
substituted their orchestra 
instead of singing.

Isn’t it 
strange that his face should come back to 
me while watching those Indians walk, sing, 
dance and pray? But it did. 


The more I see of something like this— 
watching the Holy Father pray or watching 
those Indians at Guadalupe demonstrate 
their love of God and His Blessed Mother— 


the more I am convinced of the truth of St. * 


Paul’s dictum that “the race is only to the 
strong” that Heaven must be taken by 
storm if one is to gain it at all. It’s some- 
thing to think about. You begin to realize 
how much pride is in your devotion, how 
faint hearted you are, how much emphasis 
you place on the fancy didoes of reli- 
gion in place of the hard and difficult things 
—all of these considerations come to mind 
when you see the real thing. Yes, the mir- 
acle of Guadalupe is not complete with the 
picture. It’s also a thing of the soul. 

Our Pilgrimage group was fortunate 
enough to find seats directly in front of the 
main altar for the Solemn Pontifical High 
Mass celebrated by the Archbishop of Gua- 
dalajara. We were in company with other 
American pilgrimages there, notably the 
one from California led by Monsignor Es- 
parza and another from the Diocese of 
Joliet, Illinois led by Father Vincent Cloos.

Coaching Profession 


T us is the time of year when football coaches 
are being hired and fired. It happens every year. It is 
therefore sort of appropriate to repeat a recently< 
read quote of Henry (Red) Sanders, successful coach 
at U.C.L.A.. which went about like this: “Winning 
coaches receive twice as much credit, and losing 
coaches ten times as much blame, as both deserve. 

In these annual hirings and firings, sympathy does 
not necessarily need to be directed towards those head 
coaches receiving walking papers. Most of them are 
pretty well paid, quite often have a year or two to go 
on a contract which is usually honored in full. In ad- 
dition, as head coaches they generally were afforded 
at least fair opportunities of meeting wealthy alumni 
and business leaders nationally, or in their respective 
areas. Through press, radio and TV, they have become 
rather well-known personalities. Generally speaking, 
business opportunities are available for these men, if 
no coaching openings beckon and’ they desire to leave 
the mentoring arena. ; 

On the other hand, the folks who sometimes are 
quite badly scorched, financially that is, on the firing 
side of the picture, are assistant coaches. These gentle- 
men, with exceptions, are not so well paid, seldom 
have contracts, do not rub elbows too greatly with 
the wealthy alumni or business leaders, and as for 
publicity ... well, how often can you recall a maga- 
zine piece being done on an assistant coach, or a newse 

aper coliimn (outside the town where the school is 
ocated), or a television interview. 

The moral in this I guess is: Get to be a. head 
coach as soon as possible ... and, oh yes, one other 
thing ... win games. 

The quote of Coach Sanders, which started me off, 
came from Sports Illustrated, a publication which is 
now more than a year old and improving with each 
issue. It has become weekly “must” reading to this 
corner, 

. - * 

It helps, of course, to have the President of the 
United States as an avid devotee, but there have been, 
of course, many other reasons for the increase of golf 
as a spectator, and particularly a participant, sport in 
the post-World War II era. No listing will be given of 
these reasons, as one hardly feels it to be necessary to 
prove what is an accepted fact.

“My reason in writing is that I feel tennis is neglected 
in your column. Ill sit in foul weather as often as the 
next fellow to watch a good football game, but since 
the sport I’m most interested in is tennis, I would like 
to read more about it. For your information, there 
were three Catholic men rated in the top ten players 
in the U: S. in the 1954 rankings, and all were expect- 
ed to repeat in the 1955 ratings. They are Bernard 
(Tut) .Bartzen, Eddie Moylan, and Gilbert Shea. I 
think there are people throughout the country who 
would be interested to.know that Catholics are repre- 
sented in the tennis world, too.” 

It is nice, frankly, to get a letter like the above. I¢ 
is rather difficult to ascertain the Catholic topnotchers 
in many sports. Getting back to tennis... Tony Tra- 
bert has turned pro, and Vic Seixas is reputedly slows 
ing down. So, it could be that our next national champ 
will be Bartzen, Moylan or Shea, and the trio could 
be most helpful in regainin 1B the Davis Cup.

Again because I am the same as 
thou I understand something of what 
it is to be young and to face a dare. I 
know when I was younger I took chances I would not 
have taken rationally because I dared myself or 
someone else dared me. 

Once I was driving along a sizeable lake and I 
dared myself to row across it. I did, it took 20 hours 
for the round trip, but in doing so I risked my life by 
going alone across the center of a lake at night, a lake 
that in a storm would have been too much for any 
rowboat. 

I did it because I was young and because I dared 
myself and unless I very much misjudge human na- 
ture, youngsters today are not much different than 
they were when I was a kid. 

I’m sure my teenage friend doesn’t think he would 
be affected by “Rebel Without Cause.” But I’m just 
as sure that it could not help but affect him in some 
way. The hot rod recklessness it shows, the life en- 
dangering fights, the taunts of chicken aiméd at those 
who tried to use judgment, might not make youngsters 
reckless with their cars, might not lead them into 
knife fights, but it could not help but weaken them a 
little.
